The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
"the elongate oval having a surface area adapted to substantially abut the septal 
tissue" does not read on the bypass stent as seen in 6,616,675 and the other prior art of 
record, because the stent does not have an exposed elongate oval, only the border of 
the oval is exposed not the surface. Surface area would include the face of the oval not 
only the border. The prior art of record does not include a cylindrical member with a 
split along the central portion of a length of a cylindrical member. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
